RIGHT AND LEFT STRUGGLE. 


At present three conflicts are engaging 


public 
attention, namely, the strtujg'8 


between the Right and Left In the Reich- 
stag, the struggle between the Lett ma- 
jority and the Right minority of the Na- 
tional Liberal party. 


Much depends, therefore, on the atti- 


tude of the National Liberal party. 
If 


this party holds together, it con 'decide 
whether there shall be a1^ majority In" the 
Reichstag for the Right or for the Left. 
If tho Right section obeys the demand 
of Its supporters in tho country that their 
Parliamentary representatives shall not 
acknowledge the power ot ,the HO" mem- 
bers of the Socialist party, and If the 
Left section Insists on Its present view, 
there 
must be a split in the National 


Liberal party. The. real question, is, df 
course, whether the undeniable demand 
on the party of the electorate for the 
Liberalization of the government can be 
ignored. 


In Italy the people, who are "becoming 


greatly tired of the war with Turkey, 
are wondering what will happen in Tri- 
poli now that General .Caneva has re- 
turned there and 'is once more, in pom- 
tnand. 


It is well known that the government 


asked him if he would be able to end 
the war o.ulckly if given strong rein- 
forcements, but that his reply was that 
this was Impossible. 
HIn experiences In 


Tunis have taught him that the native 
armies are not to be crushed at once, but 
that fighting must continue for -years, 
slowly driving the enemy back.

caused simply because Germany's con- 
sent has not yet been obtained for the 
publication of certain documents. 


Considerable excitement prevails at the 


present moment among the Jews in Tur- 
key erring to the unexpected resignation 
of the chief rabbi of the Sephardlo com- 
munity, Halm Nahum Effondi. The oc- ' 
caslon of the resignation was a dispute 
between the chief rabbi ana the lay coun- 
cil, or consistory, on the question of the 
formal extension to the Aahkenazim, or 
Jews from Eastern BJurope, of the privi- 
leges enjoyed- In Turkey by the Sephar- 
dlm or Espanlolo Jews. 


The lay council had adopted a. schema 


by which the Ashkenaalm were to bo 
Incorporated In the Sephardic comnmnitv 
as a kind of Buboommunity, possessing 
certain autonomous rights. 
The chief 


rabbi 
was strongly 
opposed 
to 
this 


scheme, and Aade Its adoption a ground 
for handing In his resignation. Appar- 
ently tlie union between the Sephardi and 
Ashkenazlm communities will be carried 
into effect, and this union wyi mark the 
beginning of an Interesting 
period 
in 


which the immigrant element from Rus- 
sia, Austria and Germany will work in 
the J-iwlsh community In Turkey on' an 
equal footing with the old established 
Espaniolo element. That is to say, Span- 
ish and German speaking Jews will 
be 


welded together In one organization. See- 
ing that religious 
communities are re- 


garded in Turkey as nations! sfrganlza- 
tions, and the heads of these communi- 
ties, whether Patriarch. Exarch, or chief 
rabbi, as the recognized chiefs of their 
respective nationalities. It }s not surpris- 
ing that the present conflict should have 
aroused very considerable emotion in the 
Jewish community. 


ESTABLISH SCHOOLS. 


The main importance of the confll-l 


lies, however. In its international bearing 
The resignation of tne grand rabbi has 
served to reveal in,a very curious manner 
the play of international rivalries among 
the Ottoman Jews. 
A powerful Jewish 


organization, the Alliance Israelite Unl- 
versclle, which has its headquarters in 
Paris, has for many j ears past contrib- 
uted large sums towards the establish- 
ment anj maintenance^of Jewish schools 
In Turkey. 
Recently "complaints 
have 


been mode against 
this ' bo,dy on ' the 


ground that It has rtssitmcd an exclusive- 
ly French character and vras devoting all 
its energies to the promotion of Frencli 
national Interests In the Bast. 


French Is employed as tlie language of 


Instruction in the Alliance schools, and 
efforts arc made to counteract German 
influence. 
Halm Nahum EfTendl, who 


had received a French education, was a 
strong supporter of the Alliance. 
Tho 


present lay council has a distinctively 
Jewish national character, and resents 
the subjugation In the work of the Alli- 
ance of Jewish to French national Inter- 
ests. It urges that the language of in- 
struction in tho Jewish schools In Tur- 
key should be Hebrew, the Jewish 
na- 


tional language, and in tho north of tho 
cmpiro Turkish, and in Palestine Arabic. 
In this way, U^afflrms. .lowlsh children 
will be far better equipped than under 
the present system for serving their com- 
munity in the country of their birth. 


An organ which supports tho lay coun- 


cil declares: • "Let the Germans and tho 
French struggle, let the German Jex-* 
and .sthe French Jews aid'them In this 
struggle, if they will. That Is their af- 
fair. 
But we, who are neither German 


nor French, but Ottoman Jews, have no 
desire to bo Involved in this struggle.

The succession la 
regulated by the Salic law and Nassau 
lamily law, and, as male hciis to the 
grand uuehy are nil, and a claimant is 
certain in the person of the son of a 
morganatic marriage of the grand duke'a 
late brother, a fight for the' throne will 
In due course add another chapter to the 
romances of the royal houses. 


The present grand duke and his lata 


venerable father have already experi- 
enced the most extraordinary and ^o- 
mantlc vicissitudes in their tenure of the 
grand ducal throne. By a curious co- 
incidence they belong to 
the 
Orange- 


Nassau house, which, ..until the birth ol 
a daughter to Queen Wllhelmlna in 1903, 
was also the subject of immense specula- 
tion and anxiety to their subjects in 
Hgllancl. 


LEAVES TWO SONS. 


When in November, 1905, the old Grand 


Duke of Luxemborg passed a-nay, 
at 


the age of SS, he left only tno sons,- tho 
present grand duke and his brother, as 
possible male heirs of his little kingdom. 
He had succeeded his lather as Dulie o£ 
Nassau in 18J9, but when the great Eu- 
ropean smash came in isi>6, 
and 
the 
smaller GermuiY states were called upon 
to-side -with either Prutsla or Austria, 
Luxemborg, like Hanover, 
went 
witli 
Fiancis Joseph and suffered the same fate 
as that unfortunate, kingdom. 
The duke was treated little less len- 
iently by the German kaiser than Han- 
over, and the Duke ol Nassau took a* 
pathetic fare well of his valiant troops 
at Guenzberg In Bavaria in September of 
18B6. The Nassau 
contingent was re- 
leased from its oath of allegiance to 
Nassau and was Incorporated with the 
Prussian troops. Germant_also annexed 
the duchy, and the duke agreed to ac- 
cept Uiu Bum of £1,275,000 Xur Uie 
of hie dominions. • 


ROYAL MARRIAGE. 


But, as is so often the case, a royi 
marriage helped to put things right. As 
is well known, the Hohenzollerns are 
intimately connected with the 
royal 
house of Baden, and when In 1885, the/ 
exiled duke's daughter, Hilda, married 
the Grand Duke of Baden, it was the 
harbinger o£ better" relations between the 
dispossessed duke and the royal family 
In Berlin. 
So a ""meeting'was -arranged 
between 'the old duke and the present 
kaiser on the Island of Mainau In Sep- 
tember, 1888, and It was decided to bury 
all ill feeling. But the grand duchy had 
In the meantime passed to tho King of 
Netherlands, the father of Queen Wll- 
helmina. In 1889 he fell seriously 111 and 
a regent had to be appointed, and as ML. 
nearest male magnate of the house, M/ 
Orange-Nassau, the duke was appolntiw 
regent of Luxemborg, and a few months 
later succeeded King William as ^grand - 
duke. 
So, for a time, all came right 
again. 
-

He died In November, 1905, and wa» 
succeeded by the present grand duke. 
This prince married a princess of Por- 
tugal, o. Catholic, and, under tho mar- 
riage arrangement, all her six daughters 
have been brought up In their mothers 
religion, which is also the religion of

number altogether 246,445.

Neither politics nor party services hav» 
anything to do with tho choice of the 
mayors of the German cities.

over the destinies of tho greater city.

Is written not from hearsay, or guess- 
work, but by a man who knows what 
he is. talking about.

Colonel Roosevelt In his -Columbus 
speech, "would lack In uniformity of 
law which Is essential to justice and 
would produce that confusion aaid 
those exceptions In the application of ' 
law 
which are the beginning and ] 


manifestations of a despotism." 
| 
President Taft drew a -sharp dis- 


tinction between those he considers 
real progressives and "progressive ex- 
tremists." 


The President avowed himself to 


be a real progressive and pointed to 
legislation' enacted 'during his admin- 
istration as proof that, he was. 


President 
Taft defined the term 
progresslv-o as^lac-lu-dlns'' ""all" 'w~ho 
have been moved to efforts of reform 
by the necessity for legislative and 
governmental action to deprive cor- 
porate capital and undu,e vested priv- 
ileges of its political power and 
to 


bring about proper popular and gov- 
ernmental control and regulation of' 
the use of capital in legitimate ave- 
nues and for legitimate purposes." 


EXTREJITSTS SHORT-I/IVED. 
Paying his respects to progressive 
extremists'. President Taft admitted 
that thes-i persons are able to attain 
for a time at least a great popular 
support. 
The 
extremists, ho said, 


wrongfully endeavor to give the im- 
pression that others equally imbued 
with 
the' necessity for reform but 


whose methods do not complete the 
destruction of the present government 
or the placing In Jeopardy of life, 
liberty and property, are reactionary 
and unsympathetic with the cause of 
the people.

Southern Axis of Ear/A Is Located in Gr«af 


F/a/ Waste of Snow 


HOBART, Tasminla, March 9 —-Th» re- 


cital of the march of Amundsen to the 
south pole Is a graphic, but simple, storj 
of achievement. 


Tt was on February 10, I9H. that the 


march to the south wag begun over an 
open waste 
The absence of landmarks 


made- It neccssaiy for them to plant 
flags to mak» their Bourse and to guldo 
their return 
Between the- time of their

"I am '.happy to sec so many lawyers present and 


only one newspaper man among the prisoners. Be- 
ing in jail has its compensations,, because here, at . 
least, one la free from interruptions/ 
•;; 


Hammond says he was not in sympathy with the 


Jameson raid, believing at the time that the Bocrs^- 
should be given a chance to reform their own govern- 
jnent. 
An hour after their arrest by Krtigcr was 


learned in London, Joseph Chamberlain cabled Ivruger 
he •would hold him personally responsible for the 
men's lives. Hammond told his friends this warning 
of Chamberlain was not what saved them from the 
death sentence. 


"Our lives \\rre spared by one vote in the council,"* 


he continued. "Kruger informed the council before 
the vdte was taken that no were worth more to them 
ali\c than dead because they could trade with us in 
settling matters of dispute with England.

the pipe-organs states that the rapid increase in pros- 
perous communities on the coast is reflected in more 
and better church buildings and halls.

The recent death of a prominent lawyer recalls how 


his_law firm was purposely disrupted so that the re- 
maining partners might enjoy the fees from a big es- 
tate they confidently expected to be made the attor- 
neys of. Charles P. Eells, a fine personality, an able 
lawyer and now a partner of Attorney Goodfellow, 
was the man frozen out of the firm in question. The 
estate the remaining partners in the latter expected 
to handle all by themselves was that of Mrs. Lloyd 
Tevis. Able members of the bar were so indignant 
over the treatment given Eells that they acted quick- 
ly and had enough influence to throw the attorney- 
ship for the big property into other hands, promising 
'in this connection to' give their own services free to 
the estate should it ever call -on them. This unex- 
•pected turn of affairs, a veritable boomerang, -wasr a 
great shock to the reorganized, designing firm and 
caused much feeling and gossip at the time. The 
Tevis estate profited greatly by this sensational af- 
fair. It had less attorneys' fees to pay during'its set- 
tlement than any other large property in the history 
of California. The episode was probably the only one 
of its kind in the history of the San Francisco bar. 
The legacy of hate it left behind is still a marked in- 
fluence in certain- circles. 
Train de Luxe Bath Idle 


Are 'bathrooms on the Overland Limited trains, 


the trains de ' ,xe, as they are now being called, worth 
while? 


It is quite an expense to have this modern conveni- 


ence as part of the make-up of a train. It also costs 
something to maintain a bath. As an advertisement, 
it is very catchy. Some railroad officials think that 
is about all it is good "for. The officials of a certain 
company have just completed a careful study of train- 
men's daily reports on how many passengers make 
use of this convenience.' The result is discouraging 
from the standpoint of demand for the bath. Taking 
at raridom some of these daily reports, it is said^ that 
on twenty trips of a certain Overland Limited train, 
ten trips each way, only eleven persons saw fit to use 
the bath. At fifty cents per bath, this meant for the 
twenty trips $5.50. On these trains sixty per cent of 
the passengers made the through trip, or, in other 
words, were continuously on board between three and 
four days. About 1500 people were carried on these 
trams, so only about a half of one per cent of them 
patronized the bath. Five times as many on the same < 
trips had their clothes pressed and a hundred times 
as many patronized the barber shop.

They are 
not gning to abolish it. however. In timr. they think 
it will come into its own. But even if not, it is too 
attractive an advertisement to dispense with. 
Eager to Increase Deposits 


Four of the big national banks of this city are in a 


great fight to get the lead in amount of deposits, of 
which today they have in the aggregate $110,000,000. 
The Bank of California's latest official report shows 
it to have $33,843,000 of deposits in round numbers. 
This includes, however, the . deposits of. its branch 
banks in Portland, Seattle, Tacoma and Virginia City, 
Nevada. Without these, it is said, it takes rank be- 
low both the Anglo & London-Par!'' and the Wells- 


in round numbers, while the former reports $28,000,- 
000 This puts the latter today in the lead, giving the 
Bank of California third place and the Crocker Na- 
tional Bank the fourth place with $20,714,000 of de- 
posits. There is some feeling, too, shown in this com- 
petition and representatives of the institutions seek 
new accounts with the same zest of a fisherman whip- 
ping a trout stream. Some of them can spot uner- 
ringly a new man come to town with money and they 
give him no peace until he opens an account. A cer- 
tain easterner had four of these people after him in 
one day. One of them finally landed him in his estab- 
lishment. 


In capital and surplus and undivided profits the 


Bank of California is in the lead. Wells-Fargo Ne- 
vada is second. Anglo & London-Paris has the third 
rank in this respect, with the Crocker National m the 
fourth place. 
Odd Test for Getting Job 


Reports from New York are to the effect that Mrs. 


Duxie Rosenbaum-Rodgers-Dunne has accepted a set- 
tlement in her libel suit against the New York World, 
which over a year ago published 511 article reflecting 
on her character. The article had to do with her al- 
leged conduct in'this city years ago.

denied the truth of the story. Having plenty of money 
she made a most stubborn and determined fight. The 
report does not mention the nature of the settlement. 
In seeking testimony to defend itself against her suit 
the World sent a man named Slade, one of its shrewd- 
est representatives, here. He.was at work m this 
city for several months As a result of his work a lot 
of people in this city had to appear before a commis- 
sion a.nd give their depositions. I do not know their 
nature.

many Chinese homes 
Describing an 
inspection of all the houses, large and 
small, In several groups, a total of 
fifty-five houses, Mr. Cressy makes 
the following statement 


"A straw stack indicates that there 
has been a crop 
I found Buraw in 


four vards 
Grain was found in only 
seven houses out 'of the fifty-five, and 
in no place over a peck of it 
The 


food in process of preparation was in- 
variably greens—sweet potato leaves 
or carrot tops, a thin, acrid smelling 
mass of the appearance of stagnant 
•water, and about as appetizing, only 
once in a while containing a bit of 
vegetable or grain. About one out of 
every three was eating >elm hark, 
which they prepare by reducing it to 
a fine sawdust and then making it in- 
to cakes 
While rows of trees have 
thus been stripped of their bark 
Of 
even such sorry food as this only a 
fev have any great amount on hand 
After it is gone they will eat the baric 
of the willow -and mulberry, which 
causes swelling and hastens death. 
Bxcept for these the countryside Is 
absolutely bare. 
"To look back upon It, the whole 
seems like a bad dream. The gloom 
of the wretched homes, the whirling 
snow, driven by the bitter wind, the 
hungry garrulousness' of the old wo- 
men, 
the modest shyness of young 
matrons at suddenly finding them- 
selves in the? presence of a foreign 
man, little children crying over their 
pitiful food, the dumb agony on the 
face of the woman whom he had to 
tell that

had 
just 
breathed his last, the dead with mum- 
my faces and claw-like feet—all this 
is only a small part of the grim tra- 
gedy of the famine where two and 
a half millions are facing condition* 
like these "

Librarian Makes Estimate of 


Separate Titles Since the 


Invention of Printing., 


WASHINGTON, March fl —How nmrjj, 


school text books are there' 
Counting- 


separate titles only, Dr. John D Wolcott 
librarian of the United States Bureau of 
Education, estimates that at least a mill 
Ion ihave been published, and as many 
of these have-been lost owlns to the lack 
of a means of preservation, Dr Wolcott 
has just established a special text book 
library In addition to the "bureau's regu- 
lar pedagogical library 


"Mv estimate as to the number of text- 


books Issued since the invention of the 
art of printing includes both school and 
college text books,' said Dr Wolcott yes- 
terdaj, ' but does not Include the works of 
races other than the white race 
There Is 


no way even to guess at the number of 
manuscript text books used bj the an- 
cients and the peoples of the East 
This 


estimate, moreover, 
does 
not include 


separate editions or revisions of the same 
text book. If we could figure works like 
the old Webster spelling book, which has 
run Into hundreds of editions, on the ba- 
«<s"of reprlntlngs rather than of titles I 
should have to raise my' estimate 
con- 


siderably 


"On looking Into this matter of text 


book publication I found that manv Im- 
portant and at one time valuable works 
of this character had entirely disappeared, 
owing to the utter lack of means for their 
preservation, so I have decided to estab- 
lish an additional library at the Bureau 
of Education, that will be devoted simply 
to the collection and preservation of text 
books. This special library was founded 
about three months ago 
Alreadj It num- 


bers six thousand volumes, nearlj all of 
which repiesent the voluntary gifts of 
friends, the bureau having obtained the 
books with no greater outlay than the 
SOT eminent frank wlilch 1» sent to 
the 


donors for tho purpose of getting the 
books through the malls 


"While this Indicates pretty rapid col- 


lection, at the same time we could con- 
tinue at this rate of Increase for forty 
years before even approximately catch- 
Ing up with the aggregate number of 
text books produced, as the figure stands 
todaj 


"If It were possible to assemble at this 


moment one copy each of all the text 
booki put out since the printers began 
work 
thf> Bureau of Fduoatlon would 
r)<» 


the possessor of a library on this one sub- 
ject, alone that would be half aa large as 
the Library of Congress "

LONDON, March 9 —For an » ac 
that passed through Parliament with 
out a division that is without any 
member registering a vote against It, 
the national Insurance scheme agalns 
sickness and disablement has set up 
a record for the extent of the con 
troversy that has raged around it 
The friendly societies, which have 
Insurance benefits of their own fo: 
members, started the trouble

feared that the bill, by forcing: the! 
members to contribute to the govern 
ment scheme, would Induce them tc 
leave the societies 
This was Bettlet 
by approved societies being allowec 
to administer the act so far as It deal 
with their members 


Then came the opposition of mis 
tresses and servants, who, besides ob 
jectlng to contributing their 6 cents 
weekly each for tho insurance of the 
servant, raised a cry against the ne- 
cessity of sticking the neceseary stamps 
in a book. 


Opposition also came from large 
employers of labor, chiefly in the cot- 
ton districts of Lancashire, who held 
that the extra tax would deprive them 
of their profits 
Other classes have taken up the cry 
against the bill, the Socialists among 
them, as the> wanted a system 
to 
which the workmen would not have 
to contribute, the state and employer 
paying the whole of the amount re- 
quired. 


MEDICAL OPPOSITION. 


The most serious and sustained op- 
position to the bill, however, has been 
that of tho medical men, 21,000 of 
whom have signed a declaration that 
they will not accept service under the 
act 
The chief objection of the doc- 
tors Is that no adequate remunera- 
tion for the medical men could bo ob- 
tained under the act, that It would, 
'n fact, amount to about $1 yearly 
for each patient. This Is only a cal- 
culation, as the act states that the 
remuneration of doctors who place 
their names on tho 
I'fats of 
those 
agreeing to attend patients under the 
act shall be a matter of arrangement 
between the Incnl Insiiranrp commit- 
tees and the doctor 
The medical 


men, 
however, point out that the com- 
mittees consist 
of perhaps eighty 
members, only three of whom would 
bo medical men, so that the chances 
of adequate remuneration are the re- 
motest^.

conserved and at the same time utilized. 


"He (Roosevelt) withdrew from the public domain 140,000,000 


acres and placed it in forest reserves, and founded the conservation 
system of regulation which has since come to be recognized as of 
the greatest value to the present generation and to posterity," con- 
tinues the Outlook. 


What nonsense! Such sonorous, rolling ttirgidity may impress 


the ignorant and unthinking, but the person who puts it forth is 
casting insult on popular intelligence. The policy of creating forest 
reserves was inaugurated during the administration of Grover Cleve- 
land. Legislation giving the President power to set aside portions 
of. the public domain as forest reserves was introduced in Congress 
before Cleveland became President. One of the first of these bills 
was introduced by Hon. Joseph G. Cannon, late. Speaker of the 
House. It became a law, too, and under it two large forest reserves 
were created. 


Roosevelt founded no ssystcm of conservation or regulation. He 


exploited for political effect a system already established. 
What 


his predecessors had done quietly and without flourish of trumpets 
he appropriated as his policy. 


So far as conservation of water power is concerned he did nothing 


but prevent its use. By including vast areas of mountain grazing 
lands bare of timber in forest reserves, he placed obstacles in the way 
of the development of the inter-mountain region. Water power'sites 
in the forest reserves could not be utilized till Congress passed laws 
providing for their lease or sale, and no such laws have ever been 
passed. Roosevelt declaimed to Congress of the advantage to be de- 
rived by conserving natural resources, but he never recommended 
to the national legislature any plan allowing water-power on the 
public domain to be utilized under conditions which would protect 
tnc people from imposition and monopoly. He simply talked in 
the air in general terms about a proposition on which there was no 
disagreement as to purpose. 


To sum it all up, Colonel Roosevelt did not originate the policy 


of forest and water-power conservation and he has never to this 
day suggested a system of regulation that would permit utilization.

SAN 
FRANCISCO, March 9. — That 


the United States department of agricul- 
ture 13 preparing to sell mature timber 
on the National forests of California on 
a large scale attractive to business en- 
terprises Is indicated by an advertise- 
'nent which the forest 
service Is now 


publishing. 
Bids for the purchase of 
hundred million fe»t of pine, fir, 
oedar sawtimber within the Sierra 
ational forest are invited. The govern- 
ment offers a contract providing 20 years 
In which to remove the timber, with an 
additional two years for the construction 
of necessary Improvements. 
The salo of this timber will mean much 
to the east side of the San Joaquln val- 
ley. 
Seventy jnlles. of standard guage 
railroad will Have to be built, and neaily 
one-half million dollars will be expended 
annually In connection with logging and 
irinufacturing. , The railroad will extend 
from Madera or Frlant eastward up the 
North Fork of the San Joaquln river Into 
Chlqulto Basin. 
Tho advertisement is 
attracting lumbermen, and forestry of- 
ficials regard it as practically certain that 
one or two more bids for this body of 
timber, the most valuable yet offered for 
fsale by the forestry service anywhere in 
Ihe west, will be received. 
In this case, as In that of the sale of 


73,000,000 feet recently advertised and Con- 
cluded on the Tahoe forest, _the new 
method of determining the price to be 
paid for the 
timber will bo applied. 
Hitherto the government has made few 
sales for long periods, because of the 
difficulty of foretelling in advance what 
, stumpagre rates would be fair both to the 
,*BOvernment and to the jjurqhaser through- 
i"ouk the -life of the contract. 
It Is now 
"proposed to fix definite, prices only for 
i portion of the contract, and to incor- 
porate a plan for the revision of the 
prices at periodic Intervals to conform 
with tho current values of manufactured 
lumber. 
This plan calls for a readjust- 
ment of rates every five years. If at tho 
end of each five-year period tho average 
selling price of lumber In the market to 
which the timber is tributary has ad- 
vanced, the Increase will be divided be- 
Iween tho government and the purchaser 
nn a basis which will Insure the pur- 
_ch«ser a fair profit, and also allow for 
^possible Increases In tho cost of opnra- 


tlon. 
Thls new policy has been definitely ap- 
proved by the Secretary of Agriculture. 
.and Is looked upon 'favorably both by the 
".deportment and by lumbermen. It Is nn- 
itlcipated that this method of determining 
prices, which will permit sales of largo 
bodies of timber for long cutting periods, 
will groatly stimulate the gale of national 
forest timber In California, Tho proposed 
»«.!« Is one of the largest that has evor 
been considered by the government.

consummated, It will bo the largest In 
operation.

scribed, with a minimum, not below 
an amount sufficient to maintain and 
operate, the canal.

Ships owned or controlled by rail- 


roads and operated with the intent 
to restrain trade, or ships engaged In 
any agreement cfr "ship 
ring" 
or 


combine, would, under the terms of 
the bill, be prohibited from passing 
through the canal. 


PROVIDES FOB COTIKTS. • 


The 
bill would ratify and legalize 


all the work done by the executive 
authority since the canal zone was 
taken over and define and legalize 
the courts providing further legisla- 
tion.

MESSAGE FHOM- KNOWIiAITD. 
The action of "the Hou&e interstate 


commerce committee on the Panama 
canal bill yesterday is the subject of 
a telegram received late yesterday af- 
ternoon from Congressman Joseph R. 
Knowland. 
It 
Is addressed to the 


Chamber of Commerce and reads as 
follows: 


"After 
a fight which has been 


waged since the opening of Congress, 
a provision has been Inserted In the 
Panama canal bill preventing rail- 
road-owned lines or 
lines In which 


railroad companies have any interests 
whatsoever from passing through the 
Panama canal with the intent to re- 
'Btraln or prevent, or with the!effect 
of 
restraining competition through 


the canal. 
It also provides against 


steamship lines through tho canal en- 
tering into combinations to advance 
rates and stifle 
competition. Ada- 


quate penalties are provided. 
"This will not prevent the Pacific 


Mall or any other railroad-controlled 
line from engaging In foreign trade, 
but it will prevent them from paral- 
leling the transcontinental railroads 
for tho purpose of stifling competi- 
tion.

consider tho Insertion of this 


provision a great victory. In view of 
the fact that at one time during con- 
sideration of the bill such a provision 
was stricken out. In this matter I 
have worked In complete harmony

FRIENDLY RIVALRY. 


"We do not want to be considered as 


the rival of San Francisco, but rather 
as a sister. At most It is but a friend- 
ly rivalry. 
San Francisco bay must 


become the great port of the Pacific 
slope, and wa on our side are prepar- 
ing to do our part." 


Without actually mentioning 
the 


question of a Greater San Francisco, 
Mayor Mott let his attitude be known 
In this connection by saying-: 


"Aa Oakland has gone ahead and 


voted the money for these Improve- 
ments and is developing and growing 
as she is, I believe that she ought to 
be allowed to work out her destiny by 
herself. 
It Is better to have two 


friendly cities on this bay than to 
menace these conditions by any ac- 
tion.

San 
Francisco to

We want our 
Congressmen to be a unit upon any 
question that may concern either of 
the cities. 
"Another thing that has been ac- 


complished through agreement Is tnu 
fixing of the low tide boundary line of 
1862,. which has been the cause ot end- 
less dispute. The three railroads and 
the city through a mutual understand- 
ing have solved this difficulty as nearly 
as It can be done with such data as Is 
now at hand."

With the disputes with the railroads 


settled" and the suits In the courts ad- 
Justed, Mayor Mottt pointed out that 
the time had arrived when Oakland 
was able to so forward with her am- 
bitions.

TO KEEP TOLLS DOWN. 


"These Improvements are not being 


made by the city," continued Mott, 
"with an Idea of making money out o£ 
the tolls. We want to keep tfce tolls 
down to the lowest notch In order to 
sell the goods, at lha lowest possible 
price. We do not even Intend to pay 
the original indebtedness out of tho 
tolls. 
We believe the city will get 


this back and more by the enhanced 
value-of,the real estate that will bo 
benefited." 
With the money voted a. wharf has 


been built by the city on the estuary 
In Bast Oakland, near the cotton mill* 
for the accommodation of that part of 
the city. Another wharf, said Mott, 
was being built on tho estuary, be- 
tween Broadway and Myrtle streets 
for tho shipping and steel warehouses. 
The most Important Improvement, he 
said, was the filling In of tho land be- 
tween the Southern Pacific mole and 
the Key Route pier, which, he said, 
would Rive the city 400 acres of re- 
cla-lmed Und. This would be kept by 
the city for the accommodation of In- 
dustrial enterprises.

SOME QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS.

Q. 
After reading numerous testimonials from people who have used the 
— incubator, 


I concluded that it must be the best on the market and I sent east and bought one from-the manu- 
facturers. But with me it has proved a dismal failure. I followed the directions closely, and tried it 
three times with the same result. Is this considered a reliable machine, or might the fault have been 
mine? Please answer through THE TRIBUNE as soon as possible. 


A. There are some general rules, which should be followed when using an incubator, the neglect 


of any one of which may result in a poor hatch. It should be operated in a room in which the temper- 
ature does not vary greatly. (An odorless, well-ventilated basement answers the purpose nicely). 
The thermometer must be accurate and it should register the same in all parts of the machine. Many 
operators use two tested thermometers, placed some distance apart, until they are satisfied that the 
machine heats evenly in every part. Great stress is usually laid on having the incubator perfectly 
level, but I have seen some excellent hatches made with the small, hot-air machines when they never 
stood in the same place two da.ys in succession. O ne day they would rest on a. table in a bedroom, the 
next on a box behind the kitchen door, or wherever they were the least in the way. Directions that 
come with the machine usually give 102 or 103 degrees as the correct temperature for- the first week, 
but in a series of experiments extending over two years, one operator found that 104 the first and last 
week and 103 the second gave the best results, not only in the number of chicks hatched, but in the 
number that lived to grow up. When turning the eggs those in the center should be placed on the 
outside and vice versa, and rolling the eggs seems to prevent cripples. Place a hand on each end of 
three rows of eggs and roll or rock them back and forth till the whole tray has been exercised.

rent market reports and current discus- 
sions of the cost of living indicate tm- 
Uiually high prices in the dome5tlc mar- 
kets for this article of consumption and 
commerce, the Bureau of Statistics is 
reporting a larger exportation in this 
line than ever before. 
The number of 


eggs sent to foieign countries in the 
year ending -with Decembei, 1911, was 
1354 million dozen, valued at 2% million 
dollars, while the highest record of any 
earlier calendar year was 
S1^ 
million 


dozen, valued at 1% million dollars in 
1907. 
In addition to this, there were 


sent to Hawaii and Porto Rico 150,000 
dozen. 
Meantime 
tha 
importation of 


eggs in 1911 amounted to less than one 
million dozen, valued at about $130,000. 


Trade currents in this article of com- 


merce have shown a remarkable change 
in recent years. Formerly the importa- 
tion of eggs was largo and. the exporta- 
tion small. A quarter of a century ago 
an Importation of 15 million dozen eggs 
was not unusual, the imports of 1884, 
1S86 
and 1886 having in each year ex- 


ceeded 1C million dozen, while the ex- 
jtorts at that time averaged but about 
one-quarter of a million dozen annually. 
Last year the Imports were less than a 
million dozen, 
while 
the exports, 
as 


above Indicated, were 13V4 million doz- 
en. The reduction In the Importation of 
eggs occurred Immediately following the 
enactment of the tariff law of 
3890,
